Wild Buying

The Japanese credentials wiE be 


examined immediately on the ar- 
rival of the party at le Shima. The 
Japanese will then.be transferred 
to an American plane for the flight 
to Manila. 


The flight to Manila, it was ex- 
plained, will require 
about

hours, making the probably arrival 
time.in the Philippines early 
in 
the evening.

were completed while for the sec- 
ond time in two days American

Today a flight of P-38 and B-32 


reconnaissance 
.planes ran into 


heavy anti-aircraft fire over Osaka 
and Nagasaki and one B-32 crew- 
man was reported killed and two 
wounded. Yesterday two of a fligkt 
of eight or nine Jap fighters which 
attempted to interfere with a B-32 
reconnaissance squa'dron were shot 
down.

reach Manila "about dusk." He 
said that the type of planes carry- 
ing the Japanese party could not 
bring more than four passengers 
each in addition to the crew.

At le, the Japanese emissaries 
will transfer to an American plane 
for the flight to Manila. 


The Japanese note said that the

Kyushu to le at 6,000 to 9,000 feet 
and circle the landing field at 10,- 
000 feet or below cloud layer until 
joined by the American escort 


It also gave details of the Japa- 
nese aircraft's radio call letters 
for communication with le airfield 
and escorting American planes, 


The Japanese flight 
originally 
had been set for yesterday, 
but 
lokyo pleaded for more time and 
MacArthur consented. When

Japanese began bickering over the 
exact duties of the mission, how- 
ever, MacArthur brusquely order-

Douglas MacArthur sent the Jap- 
anese armistice envoys 
back to 
their emperor with his surrender 
orders today and announced that 
he would lead an Allied occupa- 
tion army into Japan 
within the 
next ten days. 


1 "I shall soon proceed to Japan 
with accompanying forces compos- 
ed of ground, naval and air ele- 
ments,." the Allied supreme com- 


- 
ed for any condition 
and armed 
with 'all ^available weapons." 
This presumably would include 
the atomic v bomb. 
: "A soldier is not a soldier un- 
less he is prepared for fighting,'' 
the spokesman said. "The occupa- 
tion forces will be ready for any 
eventuality." 


Sixteen trim and silent Japanese 
envoys' boarded a transport plane 
at Manila's Nichols field this after- 
noon to bring MacArthur's 
mes- 
sage back to Hirohito. 


They took off at 1:03 p.m. (11:03 
a.m., CWT) to a faint chorus of

watching GI's, winding up a two-
